And ma⸗ 
ny ſach, when they be ſo high in office, 
thinke not that they be poze menncs 
Sonnes, Bꝛethzen, and Seruaunts: but 
thinke themſelues to be of a higher kind 
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dk nature, as they be aduanted to woꝛꝛld⸗ 
lie honour, which is but winde and va⸗ 
nitie. Df whome layth God by the P20- 
pbete: They haue raigned , but not by 
mer: They haue bene Pꝛinces, but J 
know them not. So was Roboam King 
Salomons Sonne, when he was fy2lt 
King aduaunced in his heart, when the 
eople of Jſraell came to him and ſapde: 
hy Father in his laſt dapes, put vpon 
vs a great charge, wee deſpꝛe thee that 
thou wouldeſt make if lighter, and wee 
will ſerue thee , The King aſked coun⸗ 
ſell of the elder wiſe men, which aduiſed 
bim to aunſwere them fay2e , and that 
ſhould be bcſf. But he fozſoke theſe wiſe 
mens counſelles , and did after childꝛen 
that were his play-fellowes, and ſayd fo 
the people, when they came againe : Py 
leaſt finger is bigger then my Fathers 
ridge bone: Py Father greeued you 
ſomewhat , but J will adde moze there- 
to. The people hearing this, rebelled a- 
gainſt him, t toke them another Bing: 
and ſithens that tyme , came neuer the 
kingdome whole againe. Wherefoze it 
is god ſoꝛ Rulers to fake ſober counſel, 
and to eſche w eare-rounders, t —_

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fo haue an eye of lone to the commons 
that they rule; Foz know they well, be 
they neuer ſo hie, that they Chall come 
befoze a higher Judge, to gine a recko⸗ 
ning.

But that the miſtery of the ſenenth ſeale 
be ſhewed, that he come in his own per- 
ſon, home Jclus Chꝛiſt ſhall lea with 
the bꝛrath of his mouth, when p Fiend 
ſhal chew the bttermoſt perſecaften that 
he x his ſernaunts can do to Chꝛiſtes ſubs 
ics, and that ſhalbe the thyꝛd warning 
that the woꝛld Gall haue to come to this 
iudgement.

Alſo J ſapde pꝛincipallp, that if were 
god to know what reward (ball then be 
given fo the wiſe ſeruaunts god, and 
what to falſe # wicked ſeruaunts, wher- 
vpon it is wzitten that the Lozd Jeſus 
Cbꝛiſt ſhall come to iudgement here in⸗ 
to this wozld , in the ſame body that he 
teke of Marie the Virgin, hauing there⸗ 
on the woundes that he ſuffered fo2 our 
redemption . And all that euer (hall be 
ſaued, taking againe theyz bodies, clea- 
uing to they2 head Chꝛiſt, ſhall be raui⸗

Mo to the falſe Chꝛiſtian man 
that knew the will of God, and fulffile 

it not. Alſo wo ſhall be fo the ſinne ol 
tbonght to ther, that haſt ſhut out of thy 
beart the meine God, that is, minde of 
his Paſſion , holy contemplation of his 
gwdneſſe , and memozy of his bencfites, 
and thankes therefoꝛe. And halt alſo ex⸗ 
cluded meekneſſe, pittie, gentleneſſe, c. 
and halt made thy bart a houſe fo: ſwine 
ta den of thezues, by vncleane thoughts 
and delights.
